San Francisco. *'!y R.—Frank M. Plx- 


ley, the Journalist. Jurist and orator.- Is 
dying. For over three years he has been 
an Invalid from a broken constitution 
brought about by overwork. -His friends 
did not consider him In a precarious con- 
dition until l«st Wednesday, when he rc- 
selved a severe fall which will hasten the 
end. Frank Morrison Plxley was bom 
at West Moreland, Onclda county, X. T., 
Jan. 31. IKE). Two years at a Quaker 
school and a year with a private tutor 
gave young Plxley all the preparation he 
had for entering the law office of Smith, 
Rochester & Smith, at Rochester. X.- T.. 
which he did In 1847. He w«« admitted to 
the bar in Michigan after one year In the 
law office of Hon. William Hale. 
In 1SW he started- for California but 


wintered In Missouri until the spring of 
'49. when he began the Journey overland 
on-a mule. He anlved In Eldorado In 
September of the same year and in the 
spring of '60 began work In the mines. In 
1831 he came to San Francisco and took
